Introduced by Revenue.

1. Strike the original sections and insert the following
new sections:

Section 1. Section 13-2602, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

13-2602 (1) The Legislature finds that it will be
beneficial to the economic well-being of the people of this state
that there be convention and meeting center facilities, and sports

arena facilities, and amusement park facilities of appropriate size

and quality to host regional, national, or international events.
Regional refers to states that border Nebraska; national refers
to states other than those that border Nebraska; and international
refers to nations other than the United States.

(2) The Legislature further finds that such facilities
may (a) generate new economic activity as well as additional state
and local taxes from persons residing within and outside the state
and (b) create new economic opportunities for residents.

(3) In order that the state may receive any long-term
economic and fiscal benefits from such facilities, a need exists to
provide some state assistance to political subdivisions endeavoring
to construct, acquire, substantially reconstruct, expand, operate,
improve, or equip such facilities.

(4) Therefor, it is deemed to be in the best interest of

both the state and its political subdivisions that the state assist
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political subdivisions in financing the construction, acquisition,
substantial reconstruction, expansion, operation, improvement, or
equipping of such facilities.

(5) The amount of state assistance shall be limited to
a designated portion of state sales tax revenue collected (a) by
retailers and operators doing business at such eligible facilities
on sales at such facilities, state sales +tax revenue collected
(b) on primary and secondary box office sales of admissions to
suech eligible facilities, and state sales +tax revenue collected

(c) by or on the premises of associated hotels. If a retailer has

been collecting state sales tax revenue for more than twenty-four

months prior to the completion of a sports facility as described

in subdivision (6) (c) of section 13-2603, only any increase in

state sales tax revenue each fiscal year beginning with the first

fiscal year after the completion of the sports facility shall be

eligible as state assistance to an eligible facility as defined in

subdivision (6) (c) of section 13-2603. State assistance for such

an eligible facility shall also only include all state sales tax

revenue collected by retailers that had been doing business up to

twenty-four months prior to the completion of the sports facility

and all state sales tax revenue collected by retailers not on the

premises of the sports facility that are doing business prior to

twenty-four months after completion of the sports facility.

Sec. 2. Section 13-2603, Revised Statutes Cumulative
Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:
13-2603 For purposes of the Convention Center Facility

Financing Assistance Act:
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(1) Amusement park facility means any permanent indoor

or outdoor facility or park that offers a collection of amusement

rides, games, and other forms of entertainment in which the public

may participate for a consideration at least one hundred eighty

days per year and that has a private capital investment of at least

twenty-five million dollars;

41){a) (2) Associated hotel means any publiely owned
faeility in which +the publie may, for a consideration, obtain
sleeping accommodations and which is located within two hundred
yards of an eligible facility; and(b) Beginning with applications
for financial assistance received on or after February 1, 2008,

Sec. 3. Section 13-2605, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

13-2605 (1) All applications for state assistance under
the Convention Center Facility Financing Assistance Act shall be in
writing and shall include a certified copy of the approving action
of the governing body of the applicant describing the proposed
eligible facility and the anticipated financing.

(2) The application shall contain:

(a) A description of the proposed financing of the
eligible facility, including the estimated principal and interest
requirements for the bonds proposed to be issued in connection
with the eligible facility or the amounts necessary to repay the
original investment by the applicant in the eligible facility;

(b) Documentation of 1local financial commitment to
support the project, including all public and private resources
pledged or committed to the project; and

(c) Any other project information deemed appropriate by
the board.

(3) Upon receiving an application for state assistance,
the board shall review the application and notify the applicant of
any additional information needed for a proper evaluation of the
application.

(4) Any state assistance received pursuant to the act
shall be used only for public purposes.

(5) If a convention and meeting center facility, a sports
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facility, or an amusement park facility (a) is deemed an eligible

(2) If the board finds that the facility described in the
application is an eligible facility and that state assistance is in
the best interest of the state, the application shall be approved.

(3) In determining whether state assistance is in the
best interest of the state, the board shall consider the fiscal and
economic capacity of the applicant to finance the local share of
the eligible facility.

(4) A majority of the board members constitutes a quorum
for the purpose of conducting business. All actions of the board
shall be by a majority vote of all the board members, one of whom

must be the Governor.
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Sec. 5. Section 13-2609, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

13-2609 (1) If an application is approved, the Tax
Commissioner shall:

(2a) Audit or review audits of the approved convention

and meeting center facility, sports arema facility, amusement park

facility, or associated hotel to determine the state sales tax
revenue collected (i) by retailers and operators doing business at
suech eligible facilities on sales at such facilities, state sales
tax revenue collected (ii) on primary and secondary box office
sales of admissions to such eligible facilities, and state sales

13-2610 (1) Upon the annual certification under section
13-2609, the State Treasurer shall transfer after the audit
the amount certified to the Convention Center Support Fund. The
Convention Center Support Fund is created. Any money in the fund

available for investment shall be invested by the state investment
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officer pursuant to the Nebraska Capital Expansion Act and the
Nebraska State Funds Investment Act.

(2) (a) It is the intent of the Legislature to appropriate
from the fund to any political subdivision for which an application
for state assistance under the Convention Center Facility Financing
Assistance Act has been approved an amount not to exceed (i)
seventy percent of the state sales tax revenue collected (A) by

Civic, Cultural, and Convention Center Financing Fund available
for investment shall be invested by the state investment officer
pursuant to the Nebraska Capital Expansion Act and the Nebraska
State Funds Investment Act. The fund may be used for assistance for
the construction of new centers or the renovation or expansion of

existing centers or for the conversion, rehabilitation, or reuse

«3) A municipality shall not be awarded more than one
grant in any five-year period.

Sec. 11. Section 13-2707, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

13-2707 The department shall evaluate all applications
for grants of assistance based on the following criteria:

(1) Attraction impact. Funding decisions Dby the
department shall be based in part on the likelihood of the project
attracting new cultural, civic, or convention activity to Nebraska
from outside of Nebraska. A project with greater out-of-state draw
shall be preferred over a project with less impact;

(2) Socioeconomic impact. The project’s potential for
long-term positive impacts on the local and regional economy and

society;

(3) Financial support. Assistance from the fund shall
be matched at least equally from local sources. At least eighty
percent of the local match must be in cash. Projects with a higher
level of local matching funds shall be preferred as compared to
those with a lower level of matching funds;

(4) Readiness. The applicant’s fiscal and economic
capacity to finance the local share and ability to proceed and

implement its plan and operate the conwvention center or historic

building; and

(5) Project location. A project shall be located in the
municipality that applies for the grant.

Sec. 12. This act becomes operative on July 1, 2010.

Sec. 13. Original sections 13-2602, 13-2605, 13-2607,
13-2609, 13-2702, 13-2703, 13-2705, and 13-2707, Reissue Revised
Statutes of Nebraska, section 13-2603, Revised Statutes Cumulative
Supplement, 2008, section 13-2610, Revised Statutes Supplement,
2009, and section 13-2704, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska,
as amended by section 8, Legislative Bill 3, One Hundred First
Legislature, First Special Session, 2009, are repealed.

Sec. 14. Since an emergency exists, this act takes effect

when passed and approved according to law.
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
